In  the  late  British  election  Ihr  cxtv  ndlturo  of 
monry  on  betialf  of  the  Mberul  candldat4*8  Is 
bf  lu  vo.l  to  have  had  ni>  paruUel  In  the  records 
of  party  electioneering  In  that  country.  The 
aKSregmte  Uberal  vote,  which  In  1824  was 
3,000.000,  «u  tncrMud  to  6,3&0/XX);  the  number 
of  member*  returned  to  Westmtiuter  wu  In- 
ertued  sbout  a  dosen.  The  nomber  of  Liberal 
emSidldatefl  who  went  to  tbe  polls  wu  sreatly  In 
cxeess  at  the  number  in  1924,  which  partly  ac- 
couiiLs  for  the  nmsldcrable  ln<  nMise  In  the  popu- 
),ir  V  i.niied  for  the  party.  The  rcsuJl.  howfvrr. 
l£  hfid  to  mean  that  the  Uberala  have  made  little 
U  any  hndway  In  Brltlah  poUUca  In  recent 
ycftra.  And  there  Is  a  cearchlng  of  txcarts  to  dr 
termlne  the  cmuoe. 

One  rrltlc.  Mr  Vivian  Phllllpps,  a  well-known 
Liborul.  bi'li(-vc\s  the  liablllly  cf  the  pjirly  is  In 
Its  leadership.  He  is  of  the  oplnu.n  that  Mr. 
Uoyd  George  is  uosulted  for  the  ta^lc.  The  c^uiU- 
Vm  record  of  Mr.  George,  he  9ays.  ts  a  trump 
emrd  for  Labor  with  hundreds  of  thousands  uf 
worklDR-claas  voters.  Many  of  these  voters  were 
formerly  Liberal,  but  50  long  as  Mr.  Lloyd  Oeorge 
remains  lender  of  that  party  Ihey  will  not  return 
tr.  thf-  u-\fi  On  the  other  hand  Mr  Phllllpps  sees 
the  moderate,  cautious  voter  as  one  who  will  not 
a&soclate  hlmooll  with  LlberaUsm  becau&e  of 
deep-seated  distrust  of  the  sincerlt;  of  Mr 
Oeoree*B  moklvflK.  Then  again  the  ezlitenoe  of 
the  Lloyd  George  Fund,  about  whl^  so  muoh  wu 
heard  In  the  late  election,  15  an  offence  to  thou 
5aiids  nf  Liberals  who  cnr'-  fnr  the  b^^t  trndUj-m 
of  public  life.  "IS."  says  Mr.  I'lilUlpps,  the  Liber..) 
Pftrt  y  thinks  that  these  things  do  not  m.iit/  r  if  ii 
IS  going  to  be  content  to  shamble  on  \uider  the 
present  discrediting  conditions,  tlwre  it  a  rode 
dlslIIu.'5!onmrfit  In  store  for  It." 

Mr.  PliiUlpps'  advocacy  of  what  should  be 
done  IS  for  the  Liberal  Party  "to  turn  Itjs  back 
upon  the  shama  and  pretenre.s  of  the  past  two 
years  and  to  make  a  new  bcginnlnr;  under  a 
leadership  that  will  command  public  confidence 
and  trust.  If  It  wiU  break  looee  from  the  degrad- 
ine:  bondaRe  of  the  fund,'  If  It  will  follow  Char- 
acter rather  than  cleverness,  If  It  will  set  honor

^SMOKING  IMFERIALtT 

Great  Britain  is  the  greatest  clciiretre  jonolcr 
In  the  world.  The  German  rehes  on  hi.s  pipe,  and 
smokes  4SS  cigarettes  a  head;  tbe  United  Stales 
cltteen  Is  too  tnuy  at  his  cigar  to  get  through 
more  than  678  cigarettes  In  a  year  but  In  Qrent 
Britain  each  subject  consumes  SJiO  f-lEnretlos 
unnually  acrordlnii  to  Britannia  on.-  i.f  th. 
main  features  of  the  poet-war  tobacco  trade  has 
been  the  decline  and  fall  of  the  pipe  and  the 
rise  of  the  cigarette.  The  Smplre  provides  only 
1  per  cent  of  Britain's  cigarette  leaf,  but  over 
»n'  third  of  her  pipe  tobacco.  Altogether,  Em 
pif  ;;rr.wn  tobacco  KUpplles  the  Motherland  With 
18  per  cent  of  her  Uital  imports  of  leaf.  The 
United  Statrj!.  whirh  has  had  a  lead  of  300  years. 
Is  stlU  the  source  of  four-fifths  of  the  Brlllsh  de- 
mand, and  from  the  Empire  she  derives  lew  than 
one-Ilfth.  Things,  however,  are  improving  from 
tbe  Empire  viewpoint  Seven  years  ago  Britain 
imported  only  7.000.000  pounds  of  Smplre  leaf, 
bu<  la.it  year  this  figure  had  fUen  to  41.000,000. 
an  increase  of  41  per  cent. 

Tobacco  Rrtiws  In  nenrlv  every  comer  of  the 
Empire;  in  tropical  regions  such  as  Nyosaland 
and  Jamaica,  Northern  Rhodesia  and  Mauritius: 
in  the  Dominion  of  Canada  and  South  Africa, 
the  new  mandates  of  CypruK.  Palestine  and  Tan- 
Ranylka,  and  al5o  In  India,  the  U-'-ward  Islands, 
Hr!i  North  Borneo  and  Southern  Rhodesia, 
In  many  countries  production  l.s  a  mere  shadow 
of  the  future,  for  Empire  tobacco  growing  Is  still 
in  Iti  Infancy.  Behind  these  dry  Importation  sta- 
tistics lies  a  whole  tale  of  progress.  In  remote 
Nyasaland.  for  example,  tobacco  accounted  for 
80  per  cent  of  the  value  of  the  total  export .t  lant 
year,  and  the  whole  future  opening  up  of  this 
young  colony  depends  upon  this  "weed"  and  upon 
British  demand  for  It.  Rhodesia  Jumped  with 
such  alacrity  at  the  chance  that  she  has  tended 
to  err  on  the  aide  of  over-production. 

A  tremendous  fillp  was  given  to  the  Empire 
tobacco  trade  by  the  Imperial  Preference  granted 
m  1910.  which  WAS  Inereased  in  1929  to  a  rebate 
of  one-quarter  '  '•■,U  rate,  Hod  stablMred  for 
ten  yenr^i  at  ii1im.ii  ^  .  t\if.  per  pound-  -a  prefer- 
cnvr  which  of  Inle  yeiirs  has  amounted  to  more 
thiiM  the  value  of  the  leaf  Ittfclf.  Its  effect  is 
sh-'wn  In  some  remarkable  figures.  The  Southern 
lUiodeala  crop,  for  example,  was  thirty  times  as 
large  In  lOM  as  In  1918.  the  year  before  prefer- 
'  nr<>  was  granted,  and  In  Cyprus  It  multiplied 
tw"  niy-three  times.  Even  In  our  own  Canadian 
mark- 1  production  doubled  in  tlii-rt*-  eight  years. 
A  customs  preterrnre  by  the  tndivuiifti  a  "vol- 
untary preference"  on  the  part  ,  ■  ■  ,  "fi.<-\imer 
— can  have  an  immediate  and  powerful  effect 
on  Empire  trade  by  reinforcing  the  British  Oov- 
cnunenl't  custom*  Awalmeiwe.  There  are  healthy 
signs  everywhere  In  Oroat  firltaln  that  this  "vol- 
untary preference"  for  Empire  products  Is  be- 
coming 0  growing  habit  of  the  BrltUAi  people. 

Over  tw"i  thirds  of  Brllaln  *  tobacco  mpply  is 
manufaciur-d  by  the  Imperial  Tobacco  Com- 
pany, which  now  owns  three  foctorlen  In  Impe- 
rial centres  of  production:  In  Nyasaland,  in 
Ontario,  and  at  Salisbury,  Rhodosla,  r«>peeUvely. 
British  North  Borneo  haa  kmg  supplied  the  Dutch 
KoM  Indies  and  elsewhere  the  very  high  quality 
leaf  used  lor  clRor  wrappers,  and  Jamaican  find 
c:flnftdlan  )e«f  ore  ujied  OS  fillers,  in  lnrr^.i,^inR 
r^uanlillr,^  Tt.e  Fmplre  Uarketlnit  Ui>;ird,  in  ad- 
dition to  11*  advcrlalng  campaign,  has  Issued  a 
list  of  Empire  tobaccos  which  are  now  obtainable 
at  rvtall  tkngm  throughout  the  Umied  ■g'wgrtwB
